GOOD ROADS AND THE COST OF LIVING 

No matter how heavy taxation for war purpOMi may be, the 
community must keep up its ordinary every day facilities for doing 
business. Good roads arc the foremost of those facilities. They arc 
a part of the general scheme for national preparedness. The country 
can not be cflicient unless it provides highways over which our pro- 
duce can be hauled at the least expense for truckage. 

One of the items in cost of living is the expense of hauling pro- 
duce over bad roads. Whenever a community improves its roads, it 
can put its products on the market for less money. If it gets the 
same prices that other people get, its producers arc able to do busi- 
ness for the minimum exepnse and they prosper correspondingly. 

Labor, horseflesh, gasoline and motor trucks cost high. A pair 
of horses working on a smooth hard road will do the work of two 
pnirs on bad road. The cost of help is likewise cul in two. 

Many places that arc some distance from the railroads, yd are 
able to get their farm produce to market cheaply by having a good 
road over which to draw it. They gel all the advantages of inex- 
pensive living that go with the country, and at the same time pay 
only a reasonable charge for hauling. It is a sound basis for pros- 
perity and can not be beaten. 

Rough, uneven pavements in the business portion of towns also 
add to the wear and tear and expense of doing business. Horses 
haul loads over such streets with difficulty, and can not draw heavy 
weights. It takes more gasoline for motors, and increases the strain 
on the machinery ol' a truck. All these expenses are finally settled 
by the consumer. 

But because people do not get it in tangible form like a lax 
bill, they do not realize that they have to pay it. These arc things 
to ponder when the time ol' year comes for work on the roads, and 
when some people are incline din growl about the heavy highway 
bills.

Washington, D. C, May 17— The 
statement made at the recent agri- 
cultural conference at St. Louis that 
the poultry products of the I'nited 
States could be doubled within a year 
means that if everybody in a position 
to help did their part six hundred mil- 
lion dollars worth of food would be 
added to our supply this year. 

This Includes both moat for the 
table and eggs. Very few farmers 
practice a systematic plan of dispos- 
ing of their fowls after they have 
ceased to bo productive, although it 
is well known that fowls of the heav- 
ier breeds, such as the Plymouth 
Rocks, cease to produce a profitable 
number of eggs at the end of their 
second laying year, and that this holds 
true of the lighter breeds, such as tho 
Leghorns, at the end of their third 
laying year. Consequently, If efforts 
were made to dispose of all females 
when their best laying days were over 
a large quantity of poultry meat would 
bo placed on the market. All poorly 
developed chickens should likewise be 
culled out and used as meat. This 
way of disposing of unprofitable fowls 
would allow the farmer to feed his 
grain to younger and more produc- 
tive fowls, 

C'aponizlng the cockerels that arc 
not Intended for breeding purposes 
will not only increase their size but 
will place a more desirable poultry 
meat on the market. Another practice 
that should be adopted more widely is 
that of fattening all chickens that are 
to be marketed before they leave the 
farm. This can be done easily by 
confining the birds for a week or ten 
days and feeding them a good fatten- 
ing ration. They will come to market 
then in better condition and the farm- 
er will receive a profit for their add- 
ed weight. 

The greater production turkeys, 
ducks, geese, and guineas, all of which 
can be profitably raised and a ready 
market found in most sections, would 
increase the supply of poultry meat 
considerably. The production of ducks 
especially should be emphasized at' 
this time, because of the rapidity with 
which they grow. Ducks of most of 
the meat breeds, properly fed and 
and managed, frequently weigh from 
five to six pounds at ten weeks of age. 
It is estimated by poultrymen mnklng 
a specialty of growing ducks that, the 
feed cost per pound of producing duck 
meat ranges from 8 cents tt> 12 rents, 
depending upon the current prleeg of 
grain and other feeds. 
Increasing The Supply of Eggs

marketable eggs each year by dimin- 
ishing the quantity that are rendered 
unlit for food. 

An Increased production of ducks 
eggB is advisable where available mar- 
kets are found. 

The poultry house should be clean 
and sanitary and the fowls free from 
insect pests, thereby preventing dis 
easo and mortality, it Is estimated 
that nearly $9,000,000 worth of poul 
try is lost each year through disease 
alone. Special attention should be 
given to the feeding and housing of 
laying fowls at seasons of the year 
when their natural source of food sup 
ply is cut off. 

t.'eneral Increase in 1'oultry Products 

Although tlje hatching season prop- 
er should be considered at an end by 
May 1, it may be feasible in some sec- 
tions of the northern and northwest- 
ern part of thia country to continue 
hatching until the first of June. Chicks 
hatched at that time, with proper 
feed and management, will frequently 
begin laying in January of the follow- 
ing year. The maturity of fowls 
hatched late can be greatly Increased 
if the mother hens are confined until 
tho chicks are weaned. In this way 
feed that Is furnished the chicks pro- 
luces growth, Instead of energy to 
follow the mother. Extra precau- 
tions should be taken in the late 
spring and early summer to keep the 
young birds free from lice and disease, 
both of which cauBe thousands to die 
every year. More general use of the 
incubator will increase considerably 
the output of chickens, and conse- 
quently the number of layers the fol- 
lowing year. 

The V. S. Department of Agriculture 
nnd the several State agricultural col- 
leges will be glad to supply helpful 
Information to anyone Interested In 
raising poultry on a large or small 
scale.
